Tragic accident claims one

Tragedy struck as the result of 
a one-yehicle accident in Coffee 
County: near the Zion Chapel 
community late last week. 

Emergency personnel 
responded to the scene of the 
one-vehicle accident: along 
Alabama Highway 87 North just 
above. Mile Marker 46 at 
approximately 6:24 a.m. last 
Thursday morning, June 22. 
Upon arrival they found the 
vehicle's lone occupant and 
driver,’ William Gourley of 
Prattville, Ala.; was fatally 
injured. 

Coffee County Coroner (Elba 


Ta Tee 
sid Gourley most likely died on 
impact due to blunt force trau- 
ma, He said the accident seem- 
ingly occurred some time during 
the previous night, and the 
wrecked vehicle was not noticed 
until after daylight: 


MciLwain said the vehicle 
apparently left the roadway and 
struck a tree; Due to the loca- 
tion, he ‘said. it was hard to see 
the vehicle at night. 

MclILwain’ said the accident 
scene was first discovered by a 
garbage collection crew. He said 
they. went to a nearby. conven- 
ience store, and authorities were 
notified from there. 

MciLwain. .said Gourley 
served as a delivery person for a 
pharmaceutical drug company 
and his last known whereabouts 
was when-he madea delivery to 
the Elba Nursing Home.

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Dear Editor, 
My nathe is Joseph Amold, 
ge to those who know me 
well. | am a two-time graduate 
of Troy University, having grad- 
wate with my Bachelor’s 
degree in 1999 and my 
Master's in 2004. I am also 
legally blind, and I am a teacher, 
Or at least my degrees say that I 
am supposed to be, a teacher. 
That is somewhat in dispare, 
MY visual acuity, however, is 
and never has been disputed. 
__ My reason for telling you this 
is quite simply, really. I want 
you to understand, firstly, the 
person I perceive myself to be. 
Secondly, I want you to under- 
stand what @ great many other 
people see me as — simply an 
individual who has low vision, 
To my mind, I have accom- 
plished something special. With 
God's help, I have managed to 
carn two post-secondary 
degrees. I have also attended 
public school all my life, and 
both degrees were from an insti- 
tution attended mainly by indi- 
viduals with “normal” vision. I 
have never seen myself as 
“handicapped,” but if you ask a 
great many of the educational 
professionals with whom I have 
interviewed since 1999, ‘they 
will tell you that my vision is’ 
sufficient reason enough that I 
should not be allowed to teach 
within a regular classroom set- 
ting in a public school system. 
While my peers have graduat- 
ed from college and stepped into 
ready-made positions, I have 
been advised that I might better 
my chances of becoming gain- 
fully employed if I took Classes 
to train me to be a coach. Upon 
taking said classes, I was then 
told that I could not be a teacher 
because I had never played a 
sport in high school - although I 
was.a trainer for football and 
basketball teams for six. years. 
One principal put it nicely when 
he asked: how I would know if a 
student tried to leave the room 


during class time since I had ° 


such “bad eyesight”. 
Prejudice goes beyond race 
— way beyond it. Assuming 
that a person is unqualified for 
any position based on some 
physical characteristic is simply 
ignorant. Actually, it may go 
beyond simple ignorance and 
cross over into the realm of stu- 
pidity. Ignorance is, after all, 
something @ati Gof us suffers 
from in some capacity in. our 
lives; and which is‘ easily cured 
by. educating ourselves about a 
particular subject. Stupidity: is, 
though, the choice to. remain 
blissfully ignorant about’a topic; 
This choice to remain ignorant 
casts a bad’ light onto not only 
individuals, but also onto entire 
school systems when adminis- 
trators look at a surface charac- 
teristic rather than taking an 
applicant’s accomplishments 
and abilities into consideration. 
I make no bones about the fact 
that [have had to work twice as 
hard my entire life to achieve 
the things. I have achieved. 
Nothing has ever been given to 
me, and that’s just the way I like 
it, because I truly treasure the 
things in my life that I have 
earned. When i was a student in 
elementary school, a teacher 
once remarked that I “can’t see 
those worksheets because you 
don’t want to see them.” In high 
school, | was unable to attend 
typing class with my. peers 
‘because we had no computers, 
and the school failed to make 
the accommodations they were 
actually required to make 
according to the Americans with 
Disabilities Act and IDEA, I 


was told, instead, to find a 


teacher who would allow me to 
be their aide for that time each 
day, and I learned to type when I 
stayed after school everyday to 
teach myself the layout of the 
keyboard. Many people in this 
area have known me all my life 
an have seen me grow up in this 
area, but when it, comes to offer- 
ing a helping hand in this, the 
most important venture of my 
professional life, they all turn a 
deaf ear and a blind eye to my 
situation, and assume I wouldn't 
be able to do the job anyway. 
That’s fine, Everyone is enti- 
tled under the Constitution to be 
as educated, as ignorant, or as 
blatantly stupid as they choose 
to be. Trouble with that is that 
the Constitution also grants me 
the right to prove myself unwor- 
thy, rather than having my fate 
decided by someone's preju- 
diced viewpoint of what I can or 
can't do because God chose to 
allow me to come into the world 
with a particular characteristic, 
I have a right to fail, and that's 
all I've ever asked for. Sure, 
you may believe I am incapable 
of accomplishing a task, but at 


o 


least prove whether I can do it. 
Trust me, Ive made it this far by 


— or a degree of any kind, for 
that matter. A GED would have 
gotten me the job just as easily 
as my Master's degree. I left the 
position, though, to take the 
chance at a part-time, grant- 
funded position with Enterprise 
High School, I took a chance, 
80 that I could use my degrees, 
and so that I could get the class- 
room. experience I was being 
told was necessary to prove that 
I could make it in‘a “real” class- 
room setting. 

I've taught Graduation Exam 
Remediation for that- time, 
teaching sometimes math, social 
studies, science, language arts, 
and reading all at the same time 
‘in the same classroom, and bet- 
ter than 80% of the students [I 
have taught have had success on 
the Alabama High School 
Graduation Exam. Still, | am 
seen, for one reason or another, 
as being unfit or incapable of 
making it. in’ the classroom. 
Still, I continue to pursue inter- 
views and potential employ- 
ment, and 1 am-hopeful that 
‘someday. it will pay off. “You 
were right there,” am told. Or, 
“Keep doing what you're 
doing,” they tell me, but that 
doesn't put food on the table for 
my children, and it. certainly 
doesn't go very far toward pay- 
ing the bills every month. 

For seven years, I haye paid 
my dues. When a Bachelor's 
degree wasn't enough, I went 
and got my Master's... When I 
neéded “real-world” experience, 
I left my: security blanket and 
took a part-time position in a 
classroom with no_ benefits, 
retirement, or sick days. Still, 
teachers are: hired right out of 
college, rather than choosing to 
believe Iam a viable candidate, 
What more am I supposed to 
do? Well;t hey.tell‘me, maybe I 
should consider going to teach 
at the Alabama ‘Institute for the 
Deafand Blind. So let me see if 
I understand this, then: the only 
place a person who has a visual 
impairment is capable of teach- 
ing is a facility for students: who 
are visually impaired? Did I get 
that right? Wow, I thought I had 
learned in my history courses 
that segregation had been out- 
lawed in Alabama a long time 
ago, but now it seems. I am hear- 
ing a different story. It’s not a 
far cry from. telling all the 
African-American members ‘of 
our community that they would 
be better qualified to go teach at 
an all-black school. 

So now, here 1 am, facing 
another upcoming school year 
uncertain as to whether my non- 
benefit position will be avail- 
able again this year. I.see my 
wife concerned again, and I look 
at my kids and wonder what 
we're going to do. | apply for 
non-teaching positions only to 
find that I am “over-qualified” 
since I have a Master's degree, 
and | am apparently less than 
qualified in the eyes of many of 
the local “good ole boys”

Alabama partnership focuses on 
hospital quality 


In what has been labeled as 
one of the most unique partner- 
ships in the country, Alabama’s 
hospitals have joined with Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield of 
Alabama (BCBS) and the 
Alabama Quality Assurance 
Foundation (AQAF), the state’s 
Medicare Quality Improvement 
Organization (QIO) to address 
quality and patient safety. The 
first effort of this partnership 
was a Quality Forum held last 
week in Birmingham and 
attended by more than 200 of 
the state’s hospital CEOs and 
quality directors. 

“While: this event officially 
kicked off our joint ‘efforts. to 
address quality, hospitals had 
already been working with Blue 
Cross and AQAF to establish 
ways to encourage hospital 
quality improvement, as well as 
a mechanism to collect aggre- 
gate’ quality data to help us 
gauge our performance and 
identify areas where these 
organizations can provide assis- 
tance,” said Keith Granger, 
chairman of the Alabama 
Hospital Association’s Quality 
Task Force. 

" Jeff Ingrum, vice president of 
Health Care Networks at BCBS 
said, “‘It is in the best interest of 
our customers and ‘the citizens 
of this state to use our resources 
to assist all hospitals in improv- 
ing quality and patient safety; 
underwriting meetings such as 
the Quality Forum, where hospi- 
tals can learn from national 
speakers and share best prac- 
“tices with each other, is just one 
of the ways we hope to assist,” 

Hospitals are pleased with 
Blue Cross’ willingness to focus 
on ensuring quality without 
duplicating hospitals’ existing 


efforts. .One of the tools BCBS 
will use to’obtain quality infor- 
mation is Hospital Compare, a 
voluntary national program that 
collects data from hospitals all 
over the nation, including all 
acute care hospitals in Alabama. 
This information is currently 
available via the Hospital 
Compare Web site, www.hospi- 
talcompare. hhs.gov. 

Hospitals Taking Advantage 
of Quality Measurement Tools. 

“We've been working with 
AQAF to study the Hospital 
Compare information and iden- 
tify areas for improvement,” 
said Granger. “Plus we used the 
data measures reported on 
Hospital Compare as the basis 
for our best practice sharing at 
the Quality Forum: More than 
50 hospitals submitted 80-plus 
quality success stories and tools, 
and all of this information was 
provided to attendees electroni- 
cally,” 

Another effort announced at 
last week's Quality Forum is a 
survey process.to assess hospital 
compliance with the National 
Quality Forum’s (NQF’s) 30 
Safe Practices, a set of practices, 
initially endorsed by NQF in 
2003, which it believes should 
be universally utilized in appli- 
cable clinical care. settings to 
reduce the risk of harm: to 
patients. 


“Hospitals nationwide are — 


striving to adopt these safe prac- 
tices. in their efforts to ensure 
safety -for patients,” ‘said 
Granger. ‘Many of our hospitals 
have already. been working, on 
these’ measures, — but 
through ‘our partnership, we're 
making available a free tool to 
track compliance and to. share 
resources. ‘Plus, the information 


now, . 


will be provided in aggregate to 
our task force so we can provide 
tools and information to hospi- 
tals in areas where our hospitals 


appear to need the most 
improvement,” 
Alabama's hospitals are 


involved in another quality 
effort. 

Alabama was also chosen as 
one of the states to participate in 
a specialized training program 
by the National Veterans 
Administration Center for 
Patient Safety. In this training, a 
“Patient Safety Team” learns 
how to better handle safety 
problems by identifying the 
cause of the problem and the 
methods for avoiding it in the 
future. Alabama’s team is a part- 
nership between the Alabama 
Hospital . Association, — the 
Alabama Quality Assurance 
Foundation and the Alabama 
Department of Public Health. 

“Our goal upon completion of 
the training is to, have the 
knowledge and the tools to train 
our hospitals and to’ spread this 
type of in-depth focus on quali- 
ty statewide,” said Granger. 

“I guess the bottom line in all 
of this is that hospitals in 
Alabama are concentrating on 
improving quality and patient 
safety like never before,” added. 

: Granger. “If’-there: is some 

_method out there: that we can 
‘use to ensure’ better care, west 
“want to find it anc-t#smplement’! 
it in.all hospitals: ‘This is not a 
contest among hospitals to. see 
who can have the best quality, 
it’s. an attempt to raise the stan- 
dard of care-at all facilities and 
provide the best possible care 
for our. patients.”

“Her joining our team is very 
timely with the obesity crisis 
and the explosion of diabetes,” 
he said. “Not only will she 
counsel hospital patients on 
dietary needs, she will also work 
with patients through physician 
referrals. She will consult with 
outpatients on nutritional needs 
for newly diagnosed healthcare 
issues such as high blood pres- 
sure, cardiac problems, high 
cholesterol and diabetes." 

Ferman holds a master’s 
degree in nutrition and a bache- 
lor’s degree in home economics 
education, has worked in a vari- 
ety of healthcare settings, and 
serves on the Alabama task 
force for the state,s woman-obe- 
sity issue. She is one of the only 
Medicare Certified Dietitians 
within a 100-mile radius, 
receives American Diabetic 
Association referrals, from 
Montgomery, Dothan and 
Destin, Fla., and ‘has participat- 
ed in data collection for a 
Vitamin D study in Alaska. 

She said an important goal for 
dietitians is preventive mainte- 
nance so it is “health care” 


instead of “sick care:”’ 


“I think it is important to-start

them better options’ than potato 
chips and soft drinks,” she said.

Wellness Center also creates 
educational opportunities for 
food demonstrations, diabetic 
training, and addressing: nutri- 
tional needs for a number of 
other health issues, she said. 
“Examples include higher

“It is sometimes. difficult for 
some cancer patients to regain 
weight because they often’ lose 
muscle mass instead of fat'mass.
